been two years in the making and 
is sponsored by BHP. 

The manual is edited by Eric 
Worthington, the national Direct- 
or of Coaching, and has contribu- 
tions from coaches Ron Smith, 
Jimmy Shoulder, Ron Tindail, 
Alan Vest and Denis Ford. 

The manual has eleven sec- 
tions, ranging from an outline of 
the national junior policy to “the 
player’, group skills, teamwork 
and methods. 

TKhe manual is not a mass of 
words that would put off the aver- 
age junior coach. Realising this 


has been the downfall of other 
coaching texts, the BHP manual is 
designed to be carried around by 
a coach for quick reference. 

The cover is of durable plastic, 
which allows the manual! to be left 
on a wet training pitch, for exam- 
ple. As well, the manual has 
binders so that individual sections 
can be unclipped and the coach 
can continue to run his sessions 
while making reference to the 
sections without having to flick 
through pages of a book. 

The excellent feature is the sec- 
tion titled “the coach,” This sec- 
tion clearly defines the level of 
coaching each junior age group 
should have 

For example, at seven years 
of age players should have no 
coaching in tackling, physical 
fitness or group skills. The 
throw-in, and simple ideas of 
handball, holding and pushing 
rules should be the only laws 
of the game introduced to the 
players. 

Seven-year-old players should 
be coached only to strike the ball 
with the instep and receiving the 
ball should be by using the inside 
of the feet. 

In teamwork, defenders should 
be coached to attack the ball and 
clear, while coaching of attackers 
should be aimed at keeping them 
away from each other. 

From this simple base, the 
manual lists the progressions 
each age group should take. 

For junior coaches worried 
about variation at training, the 
manual has many easy-to- 
follow diagrams on how to 
create game situations in 
which to coach different skills. 

The later sections of the book 
get into more complicated areas 
of coaching. and will be inter- 
esting reading to all coaches. 
However, the manual is aimed 
mainly at junior coaches.

For that amount, 
the manual is very reasonably pri- 
ced. Junior coaches are well-ad- 
vised to purchase a copy and each 
junior club should have at least 
one copy availble for club use.

South Melbourne Hellas coach 
Duncan McKay decided to bring 
in former Wolves. star Frank 
Munro in place of suspended 
Chris Kalafatidis for this vital 
match. 

The game started at a cracking pace, 
with good, fast, end-to-end soccer but 
opposing centre backs Jim Muir and 
Stuart Baxter wera In command and 
dominant in the air. 

Hellas pleyers were tigerish in the 
tackle and fighting for every ball and & 
fascinating duel developed between 
Muir and Hellas striker Alun Evans. 

The first real attacking incident re- 
gulted from a free kick just outside the 
penalty area when George Christ- 
opovios hammered in 3 tremendous 
drive which brought a fantastic sve 
from Peter Marshall, the young Adel- 
pide City goalkeeper, 

Had it not been for Marshall's incred- 
ible display. Hellas would hava won by 
a bigger margin. 

Marshall was so good that he earned 
the maximum 10-paint rating In the Yu- 
gosisy Airlines Player of the Year 
award. He is only the second player to 
be awarded 10 points so far this sea- 
son. The other Is Footscray goalkeeper 
Dennis Soland, for his display against 
Adelaide City a few weeks ago. 

Back at the Hellas game, a timely 
intervention by Stuart Baxter robbed 
Chris Kent, who hed looked set to 
score. 

The first half anded with 3 classic 
chip by Evans, which saw the ball find 
its way through a packed defence to 
Bertie Lutton who. in over-stretching. 
glided the ball past the post when a 
goal had tooked inevitable 

The second half started with 3 gian- 
cing header by Evans into the path on 
oncoming George Campbell, who hit a 
great drive from fully 25 metres against 
the outside of the post. 

The Hellas onslaught continued as 
fight back Mike Pye turned up on the 
left wing with a diving header which 
went into Marshall's arms. 

Then, John Nyskohus made a fine 
run up the right wing and cut the ball 
back to Chris Kent. whose shot sailed 
high over the bar. 

Atramondous overlapping run by Pye 
saw his cross go straight to Christ- 
oupulas, whose header had goal written 
all over it but ‘an unbelievable leap by 
Marshall saw the Adelaide City keeper 
tip the ball round for a corner. 

In another of his adventurous runs, 
Pye split the defence with a through 
bal to Evans who aimed at the corner 
of goal but this time it was Marshall's 
knee that got in the way. 

Back to the other end and a good run 
by right back Brian Dodds was capped 
with a powerful drive that went nar- 
rowly over the bar. 

Hellas’ elusive goal finally came in 
the 65th minute. Strong claims for a 
penalty were turned down by referee 
Tony Boskovic, aho awarded a free kick 
instead. From the corner, the bail 
bounced in the Adelaide panalty area to 
Baxter, who lashed out and cracked an 
unstoppable drie past Marshall 

This resulted in Adelaide City becom- 
ing more aggressive but its sttscks 
were met by the rock-like figures of 
Frank Munro and Stuart Baxter. 

The game itself was a grand spec- 
tacle which kept the crowd on its toes 
right until the end. The only dis- 
appointing feature was a the star-stud- 
ded Adelaide City midfield never man- 
aged to make its mark on the match. 

Also, it was a pity to see referee Tony 
Boskovic mar an otherwise good tech- 
nical display with his prima donna — 
fike act of ordering Hellas coach 
Duncan McKay from the coach's bench 
when McKay was inquiring about the 
seriousness of an injury sustained by 
Sammy Wright. 

Play was held up for all of four 
minutes for virtually nothing. It was 
Dixia Deans who restored sanity by 
rushing towards Boskovic and pleading 
that he should get on with the game. 

During the hold-up, Boskovic showed 
McKay the yellow card. 

Although the game was played in 
hard, cup-style manner, not one vicious 
tackle occurred. it was a great pity to 
see Deans, Perin, and Drakeford being 
cautioned and Bozkovic, for minor In- 
fringements. 

After the game Adelaide City coach 
Rale Rasic sportingly conceded that 
Hellas had deserved to win because 
they had been first to tha ball and had 
shown more fight 

McKay was ecstatic about his team's 
performance against a top team like 
Adelaide City. The display showed the 
sceptics that the two previous wins 

against weaker opponents were no flu- 
kes. 

it tooks like Hellas fs on the road 
back. 

tn the curtain-raiser, the Greek 
soccer writers beat the Greek enter- 
tainers 5-0 in a light-hearted game 
thoroughly enjoyed by the crowd. Many 
top codches had their cheque books 
ready at the end and raced down the 
players race after certain individuats, 
especially the entertainers’ goalkeeper.

The vocal and usually well be- 
haved Newcastle crowd angrily 
booed referae Henry Witschge off 
the field at the end of Jast week's 
match against Sydney City at the 
international Sports Centre. 

Sydney City run out winners by 
one goal! to nil in a hard fought 
game 

The reason for the crowd's dis- 
pleasure was brought about by 
two isolated incidents. 

In the first instance, with the 
scores at nil all early in the sacond 
half and with Newcastle pressing, 
the local team had a penalty 
appeal turned down when Ken 
Boden was brought down in the 
penalty area. 

The second was when lively 
midfielder Malcolm McClelland 
was shown a red card in the 77th 
minute for an incident with Hilton 
Silva. 

Many observers felt that a 
yellow card would have been suf- 
ficient penalty for the offence, es- 
pecially since Sydnay City defend- 
er lan Bruce twice in the first half 
was penalised for a deliberate late 
tackle and escaped without a 
caution on both occasions. 

The hastily rearranged New- 
castle United's team gave a good 
account of itself, mainly through 
sheer hard work, and if one can 
take chances only into account it 
was unlucky not to grab a point 
out of the encounter at least. 

Newcastle suffered a setback 
when creative midfielder lan 
Seddon and sturdy right back 
Peter Willis had to withdraw from 
the team through injury before the 

‘game. 

Their places were taken by 
Craig Mason and newcomer from 
Perth Amo Bertogna and both ac- 
quitted themselves well. 

The other change was when 
Allan Vest gave Jim Preston his 
first Philips League game since 
coming to Australia. He replaced 
Phil Dando in goal. 

The 21-year-old former Queens 
Park goalkeeper in the Scottish 
second division, gave & good dis- 
play and totally justified his man- 
agers decision. 

The Sydney City team did not 
play with its usual flair, a fact for 
which manager Gerry Chaidi 
apologised after the game but he 
was obviously delighted to leave 
Newcastle with both points. 


Sydney City for a brief period in 
the second half, however, showed 
what a skilful and fluent com- 
bination it can be when it stroked 
the ball about with gay abandon.

Despite its slight territorial ad- 
vantage throughout the game 
Olympic rarely threatened the

A long clearance by the Lions 
defence found Richie Bell and 
Lions new scoring machine Tony 
Brennan racing for the ball. Beil 
was the first to reach the bail and 
it fookes an easy job to push the 
ball back to the keeper. But as in 
Olympic’s previous game against 
Heidelberg, a defender made an 
error by missing the ball and let 
Brennan in with the easiest of 
chances which he took.

Mimis Domazos is once 
again being halled as the 
best player in Greece. At 
the age of 38, the man 
who was seen in Australia 
as a guest player with tou- 
ting Atromites in 1976, 
has found a new lease on 
life. 


Domazos, the most popular 
footballer in Greece, is clearly a 
phenomenon. He began his career 
in 1959, but only three months 
after his transfer from Achar- 
naikos Athens (3rd Division) to 
Panathinaikos, Domazos was 
called up Into the national team. 
Until 1977 he played in 49 inter- 
nationsls — only Papaioannou 
played more often for Gresce 
(61). 


In 19 years with Panathinaikos, 
having played 490 League match- 
es, he won the championship 
medal nine times, the Cup three 
times and twice the coveted 
“double.” His grestest success 
came when he captained the *‘Pa- 
nas” in the European Cup Final at 
Wembley In 1971, although they 
lost to Ajax Amsterdam 0 - 2. 


During his long and dis- 
tinguished career Domazos 
learned from his numerous club 
managers: Harry Gaim (England), 
Stefan Bobek (Yugoslavia), Bela 
Guttmann (Hungary), Juan Hoh- 
‘berg (Uruguay}, Aimore Moreira 
(Brazil), Ferenc Puskas (Hungary) 
and Kazimierz Gorski (Poland). 
His favourite remains Puskas, 
under whom he played from 1970 
till 1975 at Panathinaikos. Since 
last summer Domazos has again 
been playing under the famous 
Magyar, but this time with AEK. 


In 1977 Domazos celebrated 
yet another “double” with Pan- 
athinaikos, but soon after the new 
Polish team manager Gorski 
wanted to rejuvenate the side and 
started leaving Domazos out A 
real “tug-oi-war’ began between 
them, but eventually the Pole suc- 
ceeded. He put out his schemer 
for three months and finally didn’t 
even include him in the squad. 
But without Domazos Pan- 
athinaikos couldn't successfully 
defend their title and as a result 
Gorski was forced out! There 
were many who thought that 
Domazos was behind the sacking. 
When in June 1978 Puskas took 
aver at AEK he immediately asked 
for Domazos.

England’s dismal displays in the inter- 
national soccer arena in recent years have 
been particularly painful for Martin Peters. 


Peters, in Australia for the Norwich City tour and a guest 
Stint with Victorian club Frankston City, was one of the men 
responsible for lifting England to the pinnacle of World Soccer. 

Triumph in the 1966 World Cup final gave England supremacy in 
international! soccer for the first time but since that victory, Peters and 
the other players who made that achievement possible have watched In 
dismay as England slowly declined as a top soccer nation. 

Peters, 35, and Southampton midfielder Alan Ball are the only survi- 
vers from England's World Cup winning team still playing in the First 
Division. 

To refresh memories, the England team that defeated West Germany 
4-2 after extra time in the final was: Banks — Cohen, J. Chariton, Moore, 
Wilson — Ball, Stiles, Peters, B. Chariton — Hurst, Hunt. 

Peters played in two World Cup series, and in England's unsuccessful 
bid in 1974 when Poland blocked Engiand’s path to West Germany. 
Peters is critical of England's national team over the past four years.

Emlyn Hughes and Dave 
Watson are now over 30 and it's about time they were left out and 
replaced by some good young defenders. 

“Traditionally, England has always been good In defence, but some of 
the players being used at the moment hava been around too long. 

“But things have been a little bit brighter under Greenwood, although 
England still has a long way to go.” 

Peters played for eight years under Sir Alf Ramsey in England teams. 
Ramsey has often been criticised for being aloof, but Peters is full of 
praise for him. ; 

“Any player who came under Sir Alf would not say a word against 
him,” said Martin. “Sir Alf was so concerned for his players, and he won 
their respect because of this. 

“The Press was often annoyed with Ramsey because he wouldn't talk 
with them. He was treated badly by the media because of that, when 
realty he was doing what he thought was best for his playars. 

“He did so much for me by picking me for England.” 

“Ramsey's downfall came in 1974 when Poland eliminated England 
from a World Cup qualifying group. Peters played in that game at 
Wembley Stadium. 

“It was sheer misfortune,” said Martin in a tone of frustration. “That 
Polish goalkeeper . . . he was just unbelievable.” We did everything we 
could, but still he got in the way.” 

The game ended 1-1 with Poland’s Grzorz Lato giving Poland the 
lead and Leeds Utd. striker Allan Clarke equalising from the penalty spot. 

Poland had earlier defeated England 2-0 in Poland. 

Ramsay, however, has been one of the most influential coaches in the 
history of English soccer. 

He was the man who developed the “wingless wonders” — a team 
playing without wingers. 

"Sir Alf's system without wingers was developed mainly because Eng-

land didn't have any top wingers at the time, said Martin. “Peter 
Thompson of Liverpool was around, but Ramsey didn’t think he was 
good enough. : 

“After we won the World Cup without wingers, many First Division 
teams tried to copy the style. But few teams had the right sort of players. 

“Sir Alf had the players to fit the system, and that is why it worked so 
well.” 

Ramsey's influence carried through English soccer and around the 
world for many years to come after 1966. However, Martin believes 
soccer may have turned a full circle, and that wingers are on the way 
back. 

“First Division clubs in England are slowly realising it's practical to use 
two wingers in the team if they are good enough,” said Martin, 

It was perhaps ironic that Sir Alf Ramsey's ousting as England man- 
ager was precipitated by a team that played with two ‘sId-style" wingers 
— fast, diract and skilful flank raiders. 

The Poland team of 1974 had Lato and Rabert Gadecha as wingers. 
These two were to be the sensations of the 1974 World Cup finals. 

Lato finished as top goalscorer in the competition with Gadocha not 
far behind, Their combined efforts pushed Poland into third place behind 
finalists West Germany and Holland. 

Peters played for several years under Greenwood at club level. Peters 
joined West Ham as a schoolboy, and came under the guidance of the 
current England boss, who's regarded as a pacesetter in the coaching 
world. 

“There's no better technically-minded coach around than Ron Grean- 
wood,” said Peters. “He's second to none in this department.

He plays on the left side of the 
midfield and often sends long, 
raking diagonal passes crossfield. 

He transferred to West Ham in 
Part exchange for striker Ted 
MacDougall ; 

Paddon’s reputation as a player 
was enhanced at West Ham, 
where he teamed up with Trevor 
Brooking. Pop’ Robson, Frank 
Lampard, and Billy Bonds. 

Also at West Ham with Paddon 
was Keith Robson, the former 
Newcastle Utd. striker. Robson is 
now with Paddon at Norwich 
after transferring via Cardiff City. 

Paddon played three league 
games with Coventry City before 
moving to Norwich City. There he 
played 162 games, scoring 10 
goals.

The rugged Scot has been with Norwich 
10 years, many spent as club captain. 

He helped the club reach the Firs Division 
in 1971-72 but had to suffer the bittemes of 
being a two-time Wembley loser. 

In 1973, Norwich reached the League 
Cup final under the drive of captain Forbes, 


but went down O-1 to Spurs. The winning 
goal was scofed by Ralph Coates who 
played with PSL club St George last season. 

Determined to make amends, Norwich 
battled and again reached the final in 1975. 
But luck was not with Forbes and Norwich 
as Aston Villa scraped home 1-0 in a deur 
final. 

To make it more painful for Norwich, 
Aston Villa's goal came from Ray Crayden’s 
spot kick, which was deflected by goalkeeper 
Kevin Keelan onto the post, but rebounded 
back to Croydon who smashed the ball 
home.

The recent visit to 
Sydney of Heidel- 
berg to play Sydney 
Olympic offered me a 
chance to see this 
team for the first 
time this season — 
and | was very im- 
pressed -— even 
before the addition of 
John Yzendoorn and 
Jamie Paton from 
Slavia. 


Looking at the playing strength 

and at their form on this occasion 
it was hard to understand why 
thay had been languishing in the 
lower regions of the Philips lea- 
gue. 
In the first half in particular 
they were very fast and mobile, 
with much interchanging of posi- 
tions. 

In Cole, Campbell and Bozikas 
they have three very quick play- 
ers. 

Buljevic is still as gifted as ever 
in possession of the ball. 


McMillan, Bannon and Tansey 
are all able to get forward and can 
play very effectively when they 
are there. 

Stopper Provan is tramendous 
in the air. 

Heidelberg’s player strength is 
such that they could afford to 
have Jimmy Rooney on the 
bench. 

This still left them with a pow- 
erful midfield of Campbell, Sele- 
midis and Taylor. 

Taylor was quiet but still con- 
tributed several typical power 
drives from the edge of the box. 


Part of the reason for Heidel- 
berg’s in-and-out form to date 
may be explained by a look at 
them under pressure in one- 
against-one defensive situations. 

All of the back four are a little 
suspect on the ground, while 
goalkeeper Banovic looked sus- 
pact in the air, twice dropping 
balls from crosses. 


! was greatly impressed by Pat 
Bannon. 

His outstanding stamina belied 
his grey hair and rather heavy ap- 
pearance. 

He was up for avery comer kick 
taken by Heidelberg and he was 
constantly pushing forward into 
the midfield where his composed 
skill was highly effective. 

Like his partner Provan he is 
brilliant in the air. 

t was waiting from him to be 
isolated one against one to see 
how he performed but he rarely 
got caught that way. 

He was very quick to close 
down players so they could not 
get space to attack him and 
expose any weakness that he 
might have on the turn 

On top of this great array of at- 
tacking and defensive skills 
Bannon was a strong and in- 
Spiring leader by performance and 
word of mouth. 

The Heidelberg outfit is out- 
Standingly fitted for the contin- 
uous attacking pressure game 
which Rudi Gutendorf would like 
to see his Australian team play. 

The speed of strikers Cole and 
Bozikas and midfielder Campbell 
also make them highly efficient in 
counter-attack play. 
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Pat Bannon — Heidel- 
berg’s leader. Behind 
him is Bob Provan. 


It is this latter tactical method 
for which Heidelberg has been 
known under coach John Mar- 
garitis. 

Against Sydney Olympic, Hei- 
delberg had to soak up tre- 
mendous pressure in the secand 
half 

It did this by keeping men back 
in the midfield and reinforcing 
them with strikers, forming a 10- 
man defence at times around the 
Heidelberg penalty box. 

This massing of the defence 
meant that no individual defender 
was exposed and it did produce 
counter attack situations which 
gave better goal chances to Hei 
delberg than Olympic 

On the other hand the game 
was nearly lost as Olympic bat- 
tered away continuously at the 
Heidelber gogal. 

Since his West -adelaide days 
John Margaritis has preferred a 
counter attack method of play. 

It would be interesting to see 
how this Heidelberg outfit would 
go if thay were let off the leash 
more often.

The current captain, Peter 
Wykes, goalie Malcolm Haynes 
and utility player Paul Smith were 
all in my original team 

At St George | took with me 

two finds of mine, Jim Basterfield 
and Mark Jankovic, both of whom 
went on to win representative 
honours, as did John O'Shea, 
Brendan Grosse and Neville 
Morgan all of whom worked ex- 
tensively with me at Saints where 
1 continued the type of junior de- 
velopment that | had introduced 
at Sutherland. 
* With the assistance of full time 
promotions man and player John 
Warren | put on pre-match enter- 
tainment such as penalty kick 
competitions, various give-aways, 
women’s matches and a quality 
match program. 

These things, which are now 
being introduced in the Philips 
League, we did four years ago. 

At West Adelaide | was a part- 
time coach and had no chance to 
get involved in promotion, but the 
team lost only two matches in six 
months, including all friendlies. 

| was also part time at APIA for 
the last four months of last sea- 
son 

1 am a fully trained journalist, 
having worked with various met- 
ropolitan news media and was 
editor for four yaars with a nation- 
al mining and construction jour- 
nal. | have published two books.

On the question of promotion 
and management within clubs, it 
was my experience at St George 
which showed me how little time 
the manager-coach has to devote 
to this vital aspect of club devel- 
opment 

His time, energy and thought is 
almost exclusively devoted to get- 
ting a first team result. 

It has to be. Without the result 
he is gone. 

| have no doubt that Canberra 
and Newcastle have achieved 
much with their non-paid com- 
mittee. 

Obviously there will always be 
@ part to be played by such 
people, as | indicated in the article 
teferred to by Rale Rasic 

Yet the fact is that big, success- 
ful organisations need full time 
men in positions such as promo- 
tion and management. 


The St George BSC financial 
accounts show that the club spent 
$241.144 on soccer last season. 
This contrasts with $151,497 the 
year before. 

This year the club will spend 
more than $225,000 on soccer. 

Our top clubs are already big 
organisations and they will get 
bigger, as they must if they are to 
set the standards for the others 
that will continue the climb of 
soccer out of the mediccrity of its 
present level. 

This will need good men in key 
executive positions.
